MOBILE COUNTY COMMISSION

The Mobile County Commission met in regular session in
the Government Plaza Auditorium, in the City of Mobile,
Alabama, on Monday, March 25, 2019 at 10:00 A. M. The

following members of the Commission were present: Connie
Hudson, President, Jerry L. Carl and Merceria Ludgood,
Members. Also present were Glenn L. Hodge, Interim County

Administrator/Clerk of the Commission, Jay Ross, County
Attorney, and W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer.
President Hudson chaired the meeting.

INVOCATION

The invocation was given by Mr. Robert Adams, Mobile
Ballet Board Member, 4351 Downtowner Loop North, Mobile, AL
36609.

Commission President Hudson: This morning, first
order of business, we have a resolution to present in honor
of the Mobile Bar Association’s one hundred and fifty (150)
year anniversary. Mr. Mark A. Newell, would you please
join us up front? I think Commissioner Ludgood is going to
do the honors today.

Commissioner Ludgood: Honoring the Mobile Bar
Association’s one hundred and fifty (150) year anniversary.

WHEREAS, honoring the Mobile County recognizes that
access to legal information and resources is vital to
assure equal access to justice and civic participation; and

WHEREAS, in April of 1869, the Mobile Bar Association
was 1incorporated by filing its Declaration of Incorporation
pursuant to the Revised Code of Alabama of 1867. At that
time, the Association had thirty-two (32) members who paid
collateral at varying levels to start the Association; and
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WHEREAS, it is one of the oldest Bar Associations in
the United States, its established objectives were to
create a law library in the City of Mobile to increase
professional learning and to cultivate friendly intercourse
among the members of the Bar of Mobile; and

WHEREAS, now one hundred and fifty (150) years later,
the Mobile Bar Association has more than one thousand
(1,000) members, a committee that still assists with the
law library, and its mission remains the same: to elevate
the legal profession to the highest possible standard,
provide professional development, and cultivate network and
opportunities among the members of the Mobile BRar.

NOW THEREFORE, LET IT BE RESOLVED that the Mobile
County Commission does hereby recognize the Mobile Bar
Association for one hundred and fifty (150) years of
distinguished service furthering its support and continuing
efforts to ensure equal access to justice for all
residents.

Mark A. Newell, President of Mobile Bar Association:
Thank you, Commissioners. And on behalf of the over eight
hundred (800) members of the Mobile Bar Association, we
very much appreciate this. We have a long life of public
service, including Commissioner Ludgood, as well as our two
(2) speakers at our meeting on Thursday, U. S. Attorney,
Jeff Sessions and Bill Pryor, Eleventh (11th) Circuit

Judge. We have many, many more members who are involved in
access to legal aid to the poor. We are one (1) of the top
organizations in the country that provide that. So thank

you all very much, and we’ve got a long way to go. We look
forward to more service to the Mobile County and City of
Mobile. Thank you.

Commission President Hudson: We have an opportunity
this morning to acknowledge and thank one of our own
members of the Mobile County team, Mr. Don Marshall. Don,
if you’ll join us. And Ricky, would you come forward as
well. This is a Letter of Commendation that will be in
Mr. Marshall’s permanent file. It is written to Ricky
Mitchell as Public Works Director. And Mr. Marshall, this
was brought to our attention and we want to let the public
know what a wonderful job that you have done and continue
to do for the County, and how much you care about the
citizens. And you know, when it comes down to it, our
employees are very, very caring individuals. You know,
they go out in the community every day, they work hard, and
they interact with people. And a big part of that job is
helping people. I think Mr. Marshall has exemplified that
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in every respect. We’re so proud of you and your service,
and I know that your Director is, and your whole
department. And this is just one example. We have so many
that do such a great job. But we wanted to acknowledge
your work today through a Letter of Commendation. And this
is to Mr. Mitchell, but this is your copy, okay?

Dear Mr. Mitchell,

Please accept this Letter of Commendation for Don
Marshall of Mobile County Building Inspection Services, for
his outstanding work, professionalism, and care and concern
for others in serving the citizens of Mobile County.

Recently, Mr. Marshall responded to a call regarding a
County Code wviolation involving a motor home that was
disconnected from the septic tank. Upon inspection, he
also found a disabled mother and her daughter living in
disastrous conditions. Instead of immediately taking
punitive action, Mr. Marshall was determined to find a
solution.

Mr. Marshall reached out to a local non-profit, which
was able to assist in running a sewage line from the septic
tank to the motor home. Subsequently, the non-profit was
able to donate and set up a mobile home and furnishing for
this family, and provided services which included drilling
a water well for the new home.

Mr. Marshall has gone above and beyond the call of
duty in performing his responsibilities as Chief Building
Inspector by providing additional assistance to citizens in
need. His exceptional character and work ethics set a
positive example for all County employees and we are indeed
fortunate to have Mr. Marshall as a member of our Mobile
County team.

Ricky Mitchell, Public Works Director: First off, I'd
like to thank Don as well. 1It’s been a privilege to work
with the employees that we have. We have outstanding
employees that go above and beyond every day. And it is
excellent to be recognized and thank you so much for that.

Commission President Hudson: Okay, we have a couple
of introductions today. We have some special guests with
us. First of all, our Juvenile Court Judge, Judge Edmond
Naman. We are so happy and pleased to have you. 1It’s
always great to have you here with us. And I know you have
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an introduction to make of the new Detention Superintendent
at Strickland Youth Center. So if you’ll please come on up
and make that introduction.

Judge Edmond Naman, Juvenile Court Judge: Okay, well,
I just want to tell you thank you, Commissioners, for
allowing me to speak about just an incredible person. It
is good news for the Youth Center and it is even better
news for the citizens of Mobile County. But this beautiful
lady here is going to make Youth Center history. In its
forty-seven (47) years, we have never had a female as
Superintendent of Detention or an African-American, so she
is making a two (2) first at this stage. But we’re not
doing this to be able to write off a list of firsts. We
are doing this to make our Center the best in the nation,
not just the state. And this lady, I refer to as the
Mother of our Court. She is strong. She is inspiring.
And more importantly, she is good. And she is going to be
good for the citizens of our County. Can I give just one
little autobiography of her?

Commission President Hudson: Absolutely. And this is
Marguita Erobu?

Judge Edmond Naman, Juvenile Court Judge: Marquita
Erobu. And I’'1l1l read just real quickly. Ms. Erobu has
served the James T. Strickland Youth Center for twenty-nine
(29) years in various capacities. Ms. Erobu began her
career in 1989 as a Detention Officer. Then from 1991 to
1993, she served as Detention Counselor. From September of
1993 to October of 2003, Ms. Erobu worked as a Court
Investigator with the Department of Investigation and
Recovery. Ms. Erobu returned to the Youth Center to serve
as a Youth Service Officer I in 2003. She was promoted to
the position of Youth Service Officer II in 2006. And to
the position of Youth Service Officer III in 2015. Due to
her exceptional work, work ethic, passion for the juveniles
in the Detention Center Programs, she was assigned to
perform some of the functions of Assistant Superintendent
while in the position of Youth Service Officer ITII.

Ms. Erobu worked with great dedication through the years
and was appointed Interim Superintendent in November of
2018. Ms. Erobu was appointed to the position of
Superintendent of Detention at James T. Strickland Youth
Center officially today. Every day, Ms. Erobu utilizes her
ability, knowledge, and skills to advance the programs of
the Youth Center. Ms. Erobu earned her Bachelor’s Degree
from the University of South Alabama and her Master’s
Degree from Alabama State University. And really her whole
family is involved in this process of inspiring young
children. Her husband is an incredible guy, as well. He
worked at the Youth Center from 1991 to 1998. He is
currently Assistant Principal of the Continuous Learning
Center, which is dealing with, as an alternative school,
some of our most difficult kids. And he has this magic
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ability to reach them, much like his wife. Ms. Erobu is a
member of Spirit and Truth Ministry in Mount Vernon, Delta
Sigma Theta in the Gulf Region Organization of Nigerians
and Americans. She also serves as CPR, First Aid, and AED
Instructor with the American Red Cross. I can’t tell you
how much I love this woman. And I can’t tell you what this
means to our community and I thank her every day for
accepting this position. This is not an easy position.
But through her

leadership and through her work, we are, and mark my word,
we are going to have the greatest Youth Center in the
nation.

Commission President Hudson: Amen.

Judge Edmond Naman, Juvenile Court Judge: So thank
you, Ms. Erobu.

Commission President Hudson: Ms. Erobu, on behalf of
the Commission, we are absolutely thrilled to have you here
at Strickland Youth Center. Thank you for sharing your
time and talents.

Commissioner Carl: Ms. Erobu, and looking at you,
what did you start at about eight (8) years old at the
Youth Center?

Marquita Erobu: Thank you. Thank you.

Commission President Hudson: Thank you so much. And
thank you, Judge, for introducing Ms. Erobu.

Commission President Hudson: Okay, well, next I would
like to invite Mr. Robert Adams back, who gave our
invocation this morning. Mr. Adams is a Board Member for
the Mobile Ballet as well as serving as a volunteer Board
Member on our Mobile County Communications District. So he
is a busy man. And he works on top of all of that. But
today, he is introducing some special guests. We have
Ms. Katia Garza, who is the new Artistic Director. And we
have a couple of featured dancers, Tyrone Reese and
Reginald Turner. And Mr. Adams, would you tell us more
about what’s happening at Mobile Ballet and about the
people who are with you here today?

Robert Adams, Mobile Ballet Board Member: Thank you.
And thank you for the opportunity Madame President and
Commissioners. The reason it is so important to come
before and recognize these two (2), speaking of youth,
exceptional young men, they have brought and they are going
to keep bringing national acclaim to Mobile County. I will
let Ms. Garza explain exactly because I know I’11 fumble it
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up. But they are both students at Davison High School.
They received scholarships. There was an international
competition a little bit ago in Houston. They were highly
recognized by Joffrey Ballet, American Ballet, and they
will be going to a competition in New York. But what is
so, I think, wvaluable to us, and we’ll share in the
accolades, they are representing Mobile County, they’re
representing Mobile Ballet, and I think that says a lot for
our community. Could I ask Ms. Garza to explain exactly?

Commission President Hudson: Certainly.

Robert Adams, Mobile Ballet Board Member: By the way,
at that same international competition, the judges selected
the most outstanding instructor and that was Katia Garza.

Commission President Hudson: Alright. Way to go!

Katia Garza, Mobile Ballet: Thank you. Well, I am
here to explain to you what is Youth America Grand Prix
International Ballet Competition, where they have two (2)
styles, contemporary and classical ballet. And we came
back from Houston in February with Reggie Turner with the
third place in contemporary, and Tyrone Reese with the
first place in classical and second place in contemporary.
So we are representing the State of Alabama in the final
competition in New York in April, in two (2) weeks. And
Tyrone was accepted with full scholarship, both of them, in
Patel Conservatory in Tampa. And both of them got
invitations for the Bolshoi Ballet, which is very far, in
Russia. So it is great to know that here in Mobile, you
have a great talent and then they are going to go out there
this summer. Reggie got accepted in the Juilliard School
in New York. And Tyrone in Complexions Contemporary
Company. And both of them, I think they have a brilliant
future in art form of dance. And I am very pleased to
present them to you because all of you should be very proud
of the talent that you have here in town.

Commission President Hudson: Absolutely. We are very
proud.

Robert Adams, Mobile Ballet Board Member: Would it be
possible for them to come around for a photo?

Commission President Hudson: Certainly.

Robert Adams, Mobile Ballet Board Member: Okay. And
may I mention, over the weekend, Ms. Garza choreographed as
Artistic Director a spectacular performance of Little
Mermaid. And we will keep you in touch on the future ones.
One other, Jay Ross and I will be starting lessons this
summer. So we’ll be back. I'm sure we can bring acclaim
to the County also. Thank you. And we will give you an
update on the competition once it’s completed. Thank you
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for your time. Oh yes. Israel is not here. 1Israel is
also artistic. Basically manager and they performed in the
Nutcracker. We have an absolute treasure with these two

(2) here in Mobile. Thank you.

Commission President Hudson: That is exciting to hear
about that kind of talent and such wonderful instruction at
the Mobile Ballet. And I know that from personal
experience, I had a daughter who was there for about four
(4) years, many years ago, but wonderful instruction.

Angela Goudreau, 14710 Grand Farms Road North, Grand
Bay, Alabama: Good morning. My name is Angela Goudreau,
14710 Grand Farms Road North, Grand Bay, Alabama. I was
left a message on Wednesday that petition for road
maintenance was going to be recommended to be rejected and
I just wanted some clarification and respectfully ask if we
could postpone this just until we can get the proper
information that they may need to support the signatures?

Commission President Hudson: I am not familiar with
it. Commissioner Carl, are you familiar with it?

Commissioner Carl: I am familiar with it. I don’t
know if from legal standpoint, can we do it? I don’t mean
to put you on the spot there, Jay, but you’re on the spot.

Jay Ross, County Attorney: Sorry. Commissioner, as I
have explained to Angela Goudreau, there are two (2) pieces
of property of all of the group that don’t, unfortunately,
meet the test based on the Local Act. All residents on
either side of the road have to sign the petition. Due to
no fault of Angela’s, she was unable to obtain signatures
of two (2) parties. One (1) of which, the owner is
deceased and the ownership is unknown or certainly
unascertainable by Ms. Goudreau. Second parcel, I am told
is a lease to purchase that did not transfer title to the
property. I think both of these are correctable but
perhaps not in the time frame under the Local Act. And for
those two (2), Commissioners, I have given Ms. Goudreau my
promise that I would help her correct these two (2)
deficiencies so that when she brings the petition back in
January of 2020, those two (2) deficiencies would be
resolved. Yes ma’am?

Commissioner Ludgood: Excuse me. Are you saying that
there are some time frames within the Act that will bar
holding this over to give her time?

Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: Commissioner, per
the Act, the petition must be submitted during the month of
January.
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Commissioner Ludgood: Okay, so the petition was
submitted in January?

Jay Ross, County Attorney: Yes. It was timely
submitted.

Commissioner Ludgood: Okay, so what keeps us from
holding this over to allow her time to correct what needs
to be corrected?

Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: Yes. Per the Act,
Commissioner, the petition must be submitted during the
month of January and the petition must be complete with
one-hundred percent (100%) of the property owners’
signatures. And that was unfortunately not the case.
There are two that are not signatory to the petition. And
Jay has described both of those to you.

Commissioner Carl: And I have been working on this
too for a number of years. So we’re all in this together.
And should I say, it’s far from over. We’re going to get
those names and we’re going to get that submitted and we’ll
see 1if we can get it passed through to this Commission.

But is there anything stopping us and that’s what I was
asking Jay from a legal standpoint, from holding it, giving
them a chance as to adjust it and/or fix it, and then
bringing it back to us at a later date this year?

Jay Ross, County Attorney: Commissioner, the way that
Bryan and I interpret the statute that it had to be
complete with the proper names by the last day of January.
And that’s the technical problem that we have. I think
both can be cured. One (1) is going to be a little bit
more time consuming than the other. We’re probably going
to have to get Commissioner Ludgood in a voluntary state to
determine heirship or at least track those people down and
get heirship affidavit from everybody and have those
properly recorded. The other parcel may not be so
difficult to fix.

Commission President Hudson: But this can be cured by
January of 20207

Jay Ross, County Attorney: It clearly can be cured by
January. In all due respect to Angela, she is not a lawyer
and she is not legally well versed. Not well, versed in
real estate law. And as I told her and I will tell all
three of you, I gave her my word I will help her correct
these two (2) problems so that we meet the letter when we
bring it back before this Commission in January. And one
less thing that the County Engineers will hopefully not
have to worry about as they go through this process. It’s
only been done once since it’s been passed.
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Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: We did a few of
these in the late 1990’s and early 2000’s. Since that
time, the Commission has not funded the Dirt Road Act.
This is the first petition that has been submitted since I
think, 2001 or 2002. 1It’s a difficult Act to follow, quite
frankly, Commissioners. You have to tip your hat to
Ms. Goudreau, she has been very diligent in pursuing this
and unfortunately, she ran into two (2) legal, complex
issues, that quite frankly, a layman would have a very
difficult time figuring out. It’s going to require some
legal help and Jay has graciously agreed to help her.

Commissioner Ludgood: So, I'm just trying to get this
right. So the Act says specifically that when the petition
is filed in January of whatever year it is, that it must be
complete? I mean, does the Act itself bar an opportunity
to amend? I mean, you can file something in Court and you
have opportunities to you know, all along. Are you saying
that this statute says it’s got to be one hundred percent
(100%) complete or are we interpreting it that way?

Jay Ross, County Attorney: It’s a twelve (12) month
run, so it’s a pretty strenuous deal and if every thirty
(30) days, there are benchmarks, there is nothing in the
Act that says that you can cure it by later subsequent
filings three (3) or four (4) months later.

Commissioner Carl: But is there anything that says
that you can’t?

Commissioner Ludgood: Yeah?

Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: It’s not addressed,
quite frankly.

Jay Ross, County Attorney: It’s not addressed at all.

Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: It just states that
the petition must be submitted before the thirty-first
(31st) day of January and that it must be one hundred
percent (100%) complete for the Commission to take
subsequent action. Hopefully in 2020, if we get a complete
petition, that will allow us to move forward with the
starting of the design of the road, and get to some maps
and deeds for them to execute.

Commission President Hudson: These two (2) issues
would have to be cured before anything could be
accomplished?

Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: They need to be
cured before the next petition is submitted in January of

2020.

Commission President Hudson: Okay.
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Angela Goudreau: If I may? The lease-to-own, there
were two neighbors. A young man and an elderly gentleman.
The elderly had to move because of the condition of the
road and their health conditions. They couldn’t get home
health, so they had to move. They did a good faith
document to show that they’re purchasing the property.
It’s my understanding that when you did the title search,
there was no proof that he had made any attempt to pay
property tax on that property. Is that correct?

Jay Ross, County Attorney: The title search reveals
the current owner and that the current owner two (2) people
paid the property tax on it. The title search did not
reveal the lease-to-own arrangement, whatever it may be,
between the parties. And the lease-to-own person did not
pay the ad valorem tax for the previous year. So that’s
all that we had to go on at the time.

Angela Goudreau: If I may submit this? The young
man, he works out of state. He works construction. He’s a
welder and pipe fitter. And he had his stepmom pay the
taxes last year on his behalf. And I have receipt here
with his stepmom’s name. And I’'d like to give it to Mr.
Ross.

Commission President Hudson: Certainly.

Commissioner Carl: Okay, so if we could come up in
February and deny it, why can’t we wait thirty (30) more
days to accept it and get it done? Or sixty (60) days? Or
a reasonable amount of time? It’s what I'm getting at
here. And if we can’t do it, we can’t do it. But I know
there’s two (2) people in question here. Again, because
I’ve been so involved with it that I don’t know if we can
get i1t done in a reasonable amount of time. It may push it
onto 2020. But all they’re asking for is an extension.

Angela Goudreau: Just give me two (2) weeks to get in
touch with that attorney. Bryan, you offered that if I was
willing to do an affidavit that I’'ve tried earnestly and
had proof that one (1) property had no heirs, no Will, that
if T was willing to put my name on that statement, that
that would be sufficient for this petition? I am begging
and pleading with y’all. 1I’ve been with this for almost
thirteen (13) years. I have jumped through every hoop. I
have done everything humanly possible to get this done.

And yes, this is a very stringent law. It doesn’t only put
pressure and burden on me as a chairperson, if I get sick
during this process, there’s no one else that is going to
take my place. If the County for some reason from May to
July can’t get in there and do the engineering part that
they need to do, it gets set aside if I’'m not mistaken,
correct? If the utilities from August after they get their
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report from the Engineering Department, from August to
their time line, if they don’t get those utilities
relocated, we have to start over again.

Commission President Hudson: I understand.

Angela Goudreau: So I'm just asking for two (2) weeks
to clarify and see if I can get a Judge to give up the
right-a-way. I’1ll pay whatever the percentage is for that
one forty-ninth (1/49th). 1I’1l1 pay for that person’s
culvert out of my pocket. But I can’t get a dead man’s
signature. And Jay, y’all knew this in 2017.

Commission President Hudson: Ms. Goudreau, I think we
all feel your frustration. I think we would all like to
see this happen.

Angela Goudreau: I know y’all would.

Commission President Hudson: But we can’t go against
what the legal advice is. We have to rely on that.

Angela Goudreau: Well, from what I understood, the
Engineering Department doesn’t have to give me an answer
until the end of April. So that means y’all don’t have to
rule on it today. And I can give you the documents to
support the signatures because the signatures are correct.
Justin Glory is purchasing that property. It was like a
written gentleman’s agreement type thing. It would stand
up in Court. Why won’t it stand up in here?

Commission President Hudson: Mr. Ross, we’re going to
follow your advice.

Jay Ross, County Attorney: We think that the statute
requires the County Engineer advise the County Commission
by the end of March. When I talked to Angela late last
week, if I thought there was any chance that I could get an
Order from a Court that authenticated ownership in two (2)
weeks from last Wednesday night, I would have done it. But
I don’t think that’s practical or possible since we take
some due diligence to run these people down.

Commissioner Ludgood: So the statute says that we
have to act on the petition by the end of March?

Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: That’s correct,
Commissioner.

Angela Goudreau: It says the end of April.
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Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: By the end of
March. I have to give a report to you about the
adequateness of the petition as submitted and also detail
for you how many miles were paved at the end of the
Commission District in the previous calendar year.

Commissioner Ludgood: But I'm talking about the Act.
Ms. Goudreau seems to think it’s April that the Commission
has to act. Is it March? Which one (1) is it?

Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: It’s the end of
March, Commissioner.

Commissioner Ludgood: That we have to act?

Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: That I have to give
a report to you before the end of March.

Commissioner Ludgood: 1Is there a deadline where the
Commission has to act on her petition is my question.

Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: That I do not
recall.

Angela Goudreau: End of April.

Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: That I do not
recall.

Commissioner Ludgood: Jay?

Jay Ross, County Attorney: Commissioner Ludgood, I am
not answering because I don’t remember that date. But I
will check on it. You know, let me say this. The
Commission could hold this over for the next meeting and no
harm, no foul if we find some room to maneuver. I’m not
answering your question because I can’t recall the answer
to your question without looking at the statute.

Commission President Hudson: Why don’t we, at this
point, let’s just hold this over and you find the answers
to those questions. And if you find any way that you can
maneuver this, if not, we’re going to follow your legal
advice.

Jay Ross, County Attorney: Yes, ma’am.

Commission President Hudson: We don’t have any other
choice.

Angela Goudreau: Thank you. Thank you very much.
And thank you all for your patience.
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Commission President Hudson: I think Ms. Goudreau
will deserve a medal when this is over.

Commissioner Carl: Ms. Goudreau, when we get this
done, will you promise me you’ll never come back?

Angela Goudreau: No, I can’t promise you that.
Commissioner Carl: I love you. I was just kidding.

Angela Goudreau: But I have met a lot of good people
throughout this process and the Engineering Department, Jay
Ross, and the Commissioners, all three of y’all, y’all have
been so patient with me. And this has been a learning
process. And it is a very stringent law. Hopefully the
legislation that is going through right now, where we only
have to have ninety percent (90%) of the signatures, hope
and pray that one goes through. That will jump this over.
Thank you all again.

Commissioner Carl: Have a good day.
Commission President Hudson: Thank you.

Angela Goudreau: Y’all too. Jay, let me know about
the meeting.

Jay Ross, County Attorney: I will.
